In October, members of 
unions representing graduate 
employees at three of the UMass 
puses met at Worcester State 
C iiege to discuss how they could 
* ' rk together to advance their 
common interests. The UMass 
Amherst Graduate Employee 
Organization (GEO) was formed 
o > er ten years ago. The UMass 
Lo^eli union was formed shortly 
after. Last year, the UMass 
Boston union was formed and was 
recognized by graduate workers 
as the sole bargaining unit on 
their behalf. 

lAfass Lowell GEO co-presi¬ 
dents Chanin “Art” 
Kulsetthanchalee and Nirav Shah 
attended the meeting. They 
expressed that although there is a 


union on campus, there is still a 
need for graduate employees to 
come together over issues such as 
promised pay raises and ever-ris¬ 
ing fees. Shah said, “This is the 
time to get up and stand up for 
our rights. We have to get the 
increase in wages ASAP and have 
our accounts credited the recent 
increases in fees.” 

Kulsetthanchalee was excited 
about the statewide union meet¬ 
ing. “There are many things we 
can work together on. The UMass 
Amherst GEO has managed to 
achieve a lot in the last few 
years. We can learn from them. I 
hope that the agenda we set will 
help out all graduate students on 
UMass campuses. With the state’s 
financial problems, we are sure to 
see efforts to cut into the progress 
that these unions have made on 
the campuses.”

Stanford University 

The school newspaper at Stanford University recently ran an ad 
from an anonymous woman in the area looking for a donation - of 
sperm. The woman is offering $15,000 to the perfect student. Her 
guidelines include a height of at least six feet and good looks. The 
woman said she chose Stanford because of its high admissions 
standards. The reason for her call for a sperm donation is because 
of a disease that can eventually destroy her reproductive system. 

University of South Carolina 

About a month ago, members of People for Ethical Treatment of 
Animals (PETA) condemned the University of South Carolina for 
their mascot.

Student Gov’t 
is on the move

On Oct. 31, 2001, the Student Government 
Association, also known as SGA, made a deci¬ 
sion to relocate its office from Fox Hall to the 
McGauvran student center on south campus. 
Recognizing that the former offices of the SGA 
in Fox Hall no longer meet the needs of the 
majority of students, the organization decided 
to take a more visible approach. 

As many students may already know; the 
university is undergoing a restructuring of 
their offices. One of the departments that is 
relocating is the Financial Aid Offices, current¬ 
ly located on the third floor of the McGauvran 
student center. This move will let several 
offices in McGauvran open. The SGA has 
taken the first initial step to reach out to the 
student population. 

With a commitment from the university to 
design an open reception area and a work¬ 
room for the SGA, the student senate 
approved the plan to relocate the SGA to the 
McGauvran student center. It is their hope that 
the establishment of an easily accessible stu¬ 
dent government will enhance the life of the 
students. This step will allow us to establish a 
"one stop shop" for students by students. 

Over the Christmas break the university, with 
the aid of the SGA, will be constructing the 
new offices. When students return for the 
spring semester the new offices should be up 

and running. This will allow the SGA to _ 

launch a new marketing campaign and begin 
other steps to enhance the quality of life for 
the students. 

Heather Madruga, Director of the activities' 
commission, made a motion to get the process 
started. The meeting room, on the fourth floor 
of McGauvran is to become the new senate 
chambers for the SGA. Effective immediately, 
the senate will be holding all meetings in 
McGauvran room 410. All students our 
encouraged to attend the senate meetings held 
every other Wednesday at five PM. Students 
may participate in public participation at the 
beginning of the senate meeting to voice their 
concerns or present an idea to enhance the 
quality of life on campus. Remember, the SGA 
serves as the protector of the rights and inter¬ 
est for the students and I encourage every stu¬ 
dent use this tool. Again, by moving the SGA 
to McGauvran it is our intention to allow easi¬ 
er access for all students at the university. 

As you can see, your elected representatives 
are hard at work serving the student commu¬ 
nity. Each senator and officer are coming up 
with ideas to bring the school community 
together. I encourage each student to come to 
the senate meetings or stop by our temporary 
office, McGauvran 234. To contact your stu¬ 
dent government please call (978) 934-5004 or 
e-mail uml_sga_pres@hotmail.com Let your 
voice be heard through the SGA.

Is the Flag Sacred?

Suppose in a small, isolated 
country far away from here two 
men were accused of crimes of 
high consequences. They were 
brought before the chieftain to 
be tried. The chieftain thought of 
himself as a rather progressive 
king, and in the name of fairness 
he immediately pronounced 
them guilty. Hypocritical, is it 
not? 

Hypocrisy is also the basis 
behind the proposed anti-flag 
burning amendment. In the name 
of something that supposedly is 
a symbol of freedom, people 
would be denied freedom. This 
makes for an interesting para¬ 
dox, to say the least. The idea 
behind an anti-flag burning 
amendment is that the flag is 
supposedly a sacred symbol of 
freedom and thus it must be pre¬ 
vented from desecration. The 
contradiction is rather immense. 

Consider, then that human 
beings ar e free creatures. The 
notion of human rights deals 
with the idea that human beings 
are free to live as they wish and 
express themselves so long as 
they do not harm others. Some 
might think that humans are nat¬ 
urally more free than that. So for 
a naturally free creature to create 
something symbolizing its 
nature and then shackle itself in 
terms of the way to treat this 
object goes against the natural 
freedoms that this free creature 
had been given from birth. 

The supporters of the pro¬ 
posed amendment say that flag 
burning is not counted as free 
speech. This is absurd and 


untrue. No one is being physi¬ 
cally hurt or slandered by such 
an act. Therefore since this 
action (flag burning) did not 
harm any other human being, it 
cannot be said that the right to 
perform this action is not a 
human right. Whether one 
agrees with it or not, revoking 
the right to do this would in fact 
go against the idea that humans 
are bom with natural rights. 

Also, another argument in 
favor of an anti-flag burning 
amendment is that the supporters 
say that the only punishment one 
would likely receive for flag 
burning is a fine and in other 
countries (Iran, as an example), 
death is the punishment for this 
act. But if they were truly dis¬ 
gusted with the values of such 
countries, then why would they 
wish to go even one-millionth of 
an inch in their direction? This 
is also a contradiction. Human 
rights are still denied. 

The central argument is the 
sanctity of the flag. “Sanctity” is 
such a confusing term, as differ¬ 
ent cultures today and through¬ 
out history view different things 
sacred. It is largely a term 
defined by people. But let us say 
that there are two things which 
are truly sacred: human beings 
(the notion of human rights 
comes from the idea of human 
sanctity), and the natural world. 
Humans, whether one believes 
in God or not, are the most pow¬ 
erful part of an amazing natural 
world. Humans, contrary to the 
idea of original sin, are bom 
pure. Humans are able to 
accomplish either tremendous 
acts of good or those for evil. 

Consider, for example, an 


exotic animal show i had recent¬ 
ly seen. One of the “animal 
ambassadors” was a beautiful 
tiger of a unique color variety. 
The tigers of this color pattern 
had originally died off in the 
1930’s, but in 1987, through 
careful breeding by humans, the 
first tiger of its type in decades 
was bom and due to conserva- 
tional efforts, thirty exist today. 
This is an example of a tremen¬ 
dous act of good; people giving 
back to the environment that 
they depend so much on and that 
depends so much on them. 

As I have also said, human 
beings can do great evil. As 
Gandhi was human, so was 
Hitler. Either way, humans are 
capable of doing much more 
than a flag can. Humans can 
love and hate; they can have 
relationships and children. A flag 
cannot do anything: if you knock 
one down it cannot get back up 
and return the favor. So why 
should a human revere a flag; its 
existence is a rather sad lot. 
Humans are not a symbol of 
freedom; they are freedom. It is 
humans, not flags, that create 
freedom. Not just in America, 
but everywhere. Human freedom 
could not exist if there were no 
humans to have it. For people to 
create and honor an inanimate 
object incapable of doing any¬ 
thing totally demeans the poten¬ 
tial and dignity of humanity in a 
way that I cannot fully describe 
but is inferred in the previous 
arguments. 

Remember, then, that sanctity 
is an odd term. Remember also 
what I have said, and when you 
go looking for that which is 
great, remember that you need 
not create it; sanctity is closer to 
you than you think.

Weiland arrested on 
domestic abuse charges

Last Monday, November 
19th, Scott Weiland was 
arrested on charges of battery 
and domestic violence in Las 
Vegas. Weiland is the singer 
for the band Stone Temple 
Pilots. The violence broke out 
after an arguement between 
Weiland and his wife about 
precription medication. 

In a statement to the police, 
Mary Weiland said she was 


standing in front of the cou¬ 
ple’s hotel room door at the 
Las Vegas Hard Rock Hotel 
and Casino, when the singer 
allegedly grabbed her, pushed 
her to the side and repeatedly 
pushed her against the wall 
before he left the room. After 
the altercation, Mary Weiland 
was reported to have bruises 
on both of her biceps. Scott 
Weiland played with Stone 
Temple Pilots that night at the 
Joint in Las Vegas afterwards. 

Weiland was released on 
$3,000 bail after spending 


twelve hours in prison. A 
court date has been set for the 
trial,, December 19th, in 
Justice Court in the Las Vegas 
Township. 

This will not be Weiland’s 
first time in court. In 1997 he 
was arrested on charges of 
heroin possesion, and in 1999 
he was sentenceed to a year 
in prison after violating his 
probation. In 2000 he was 
released with a supervising 
treatment program.
